It is known that sonic employees 
from this county receive their mail at 
post offices outsiuc the county. 
Many "Pitronage" Job% 
The Lake county state payroll runs 
from the long established state posi- 
tions, recognized through all adminis- 
trations, to the minor positions usually 
classed as "patronage jobs," given in 
fct'-rn for political favors rcnicred to 
the administration in power. A care- 
ful perusal of the K't of payrollcrs re- 
veals that some of the Democri;ic 
«vhceI-horse8 have been favored with 
more than one job; also in some cases 
it will be noted that several members 
of the same family have bcon given 
stale positions, evidently as pjlitical 
reward for sprvicc to the pariy. 
Dady Heads Liit 
Heading the list in amount rereived 
from the state is Circuit Judge Ralph 
J. Dady of Waukegan, who rccctcves 
an annual salary of $7,200 for presid- 
ing over the courts in the 17th judidal 
circuit. His two contemporary jus- 
tices also receive similar salaries. Cir- 
cuit judges are elected by the people 
of the (listrict— they receive their pay 
from the state. 

Next in the comparatively high sal- 
ary bracket is Cpiinty Superintendent 
of Schools \V; C. Petty, also an elec- 
ted ofTicer, who receives $5,000 an- 
nually from the state. 

Dr. R. R. Bosworth of Highland 
Park, drew $2,6(16.04 for being arbi- 
trator, a part time job, the payroll re- 
veals. Charles K. Dcleuw; also of 
Highland Park, receives $3,600.00 as 
acting assistant chief highway engin- 
eer. Many instructors connected with 
the agricultural and home economics 
courses in high schools also receive 
part of their pay from state depart- 
ments. 

Some of the salaries listed are an- 
nual salaries; some arc monthly, and 
other amounts named represent what 
the state paid for day work. 

County Seat Is Favored 
It is interesting to note how the dif- 
ferent towns and communities in the 
county fared in the matter of slate 
patronage. Waukegan, county seat 
and largest city in the county, ha5 \)\ 
persons on the state payroll; Zion is 
second with 24 employees drawmg 
state pay; North Chicago has 20; 
Highland Park 19; Grayslake 17; 
Libcrtyvillc 7. Antioch, Mundelem, 
Lake Villa and Higlnvood have been 
favored by the Horner administration 
with six state employees each. Win- 
throp Harbor, Ingleside, Wauconda, 
Fox Lake, and Lake Forest have 
five each; Round Lake, Gurnee and 
Lake Zurich three each; Ravinia and 
Dcerfield each have two state em- 
ployees, and Harrington, Great Lakes 
and Russell have one each.

LIGHTING THE FUSE 



Despondency is thought to have 
been the cause of the suicide of Soren 
Sorenson, 65, of Lake Villa who took 
his own life early Monday morning by 
hanging himself to a tree in his farm 
yard two miles south of the village. 
Sheriff's deputies called to the scene 
shortly after 5 a. m. Monday found 
that Sorenson had used a small strand 
of rope to hang himself to the lower 
branch of a tree. The limb was so 
low that the man's knees were touch- 
ing the ground. It was learned at the 
inquest that Sorenson apparently had 
retired at 10 p. m. Sunday night. Mrs. 
Sorenson missed her husband at 3 a. 
m. and started the search. She found 
his body hanging to the tree and noti- 
fied the sheriffs office. 

Sorenson was born .in Sweden in 
1863, He had been a resident of Lake 
Villa township for many years. Sur- 
viving are bis wife and four children — 
Harry, of Michigan; Mrs. Clare Sher- 
wood of Lake Villa; Mrs. Frank Pc- 
troskey of Round Lake; and Howard 
who lives on the home place. Two 
sisters also survive — Mrs. L. J. Tweed 
of Lake Villa, and Mrs. Thomas Bur- 
nettc of Antioch. Also a brother, 
Carl, of Tomahawk, Wis. 

Funeral services were held Wednes- 
day at Strang's funeral home in Anti- 
och, and burial was in East Fox Lake 
cemetery.

INCREASED FOR FAIR 



The .1937 State Fair Poultry Ex- 
hibit will show a huge increase over 
1932 in the number of cash awards *o 
the varieties of poultry most adaptable 
to Illinois farms, V. R. Usrey, Super- 
intendent of the Division of Poultry 
Husbandry, announced today. 

The increased cash awards will ex- 
lend to the Antioch Country Fair to 
be held here August 26, 27, and 28, 
local fair ofiicials stated. 

Outstanding varieties, such as White 
Plymouth Rocks, Single Comb White 
Leghorns, and Barred Rocks, com- 
prise 34, 19 and 18 per cent, respec- 
tively, of the Illinois poultry popula- 
tion. These varieties will receive ten 
cash awards each instead of the three 
awards given in previous years. 

The awards to varieties such as 
White Face Black Spanish, Blue An- 
dalusians, Buff Brahmas and others, 
have been reduced because they are 
less popular from an economic stand- 
point on Illinois farms. 

The reclassification and adjustment 
of premiums in the past four years has 
helped to make the Illinois State Fair 
the outstanding poultry show in the 
United States and has encouraged the 
breeding of the more useful varieties of 
poultry. 

Something new in poultry shows has 
been introduced. Superintendent Usrcy 
stated. Visitors at the poultry exhibit 
this year will sec mature cockerels and 
hens of eacli of the, 102 varieties listed 
in the American Standard of Perfec- 
tion. 

This new feature was created for 
educational purposes and for the ac- 
commodation of display exhibitors 
who might otherwise allow uncom- 
mon varieties to become extinct. 



Two highway fatalities over the 
week-end brings the Lake county auto 
death toll to II, equalling the 
county's 1937 record of deaths from 
drowning. 

Matthew Novak, 48, of North Chi- 
cago, was fatally injured late Sunday 
afternoon when he lost control of his 
truck on Skokie highway just north 
of the intersection with Route 20. Of- 
ficers investigating the accident re- 
ported that the truck left the highway 
and swerved into a ditch, striking a 
large tree. Novak sustained a skull 
fracture, broken collarbone and several 
fractured ribs. He died in St. Therese 
hospital a short time after the crash. 
He is survived by his wife and son. 
Kenoshan Killed. 

Henry J. Helf, 28, of Kenosha, was 
killed and his two small sons were 
seriously injured at 4:30 o'clock Sun- 
day afternoon when Helf's car crashed 
into a store front on the state line road 
in Russell. After the crash into the 
store front the car careened and struck 
a tree. 

Sheriff's deputies believed that 
Helf's car was being driven at an ex- 
cessive rate of speed. 

Riding with him were his two small 
sons, Henry, Jr., 6 years old, and Rob- 
ert, 4. Both boys were unconscious 
when taken to St. Therese hospital in 
Waukegan. Their condition is said to 
be critical. 



Pay increases voted Tuesday by the 
Lake county board of supervisors will 
raise wages of 100 county employees 
from 2 to IS per cent and boost the 
county payroll $7,074,72. 

The increase was voted by the su- 
pervisors after a recommendation for 
the boost had been made Dy Super- 
visor David Van Patten of Newport 
township, chariman of the financer 
committee. Van Patten, answerim; 
the objection that the county may not 
be able to collect sufficient cash to 
meet the payrolls, explained that his 
committee had investigated the matter 
thoroughly and that there was certain 
to be enough money to warrant the 
added expense. 

The new pay schedule for approxi- 
mately 100 county employees will be- 
come effective August 1. 

Fee Office Not Affected 

Under the recommendation of Van 
Patten's committee there will be few 
if any changes in the salaries of em- 
ployees in county fee earning oflircs. 

With reference to this, the News 
today received the following commun- 
ication from County Clerk Russ Al- 
ford:. 

"With reference to the matter of re- 
adjustment of salaries' throughout the ' 
county offices, which matter was called : 
to the attention of the Board of Su- 
pervisors by resolution presented at it3 
May 1937 session and referred to the' 
Finance Committee for consideration, 
upon motion adopted by the Board of 
Supervisors on July 13th, 1937, I have ■ 
been requested to notify the various 
newspapers in the County to the effect 
that the Board believes it did not have 
the power to fix the salaries of the fee ■ 
earning offices. 

"They felt the responsibility of clerk 
hire and salaries shall rest with the 
respective elected officers of the Coun- 
ty and recommended that the County 
Board take no part in the adjustment 
of salaries within these offices, owing 
to the fact that said officers are bonded 
and required by Statute to keep their 
expenditures within their respective 
appropriations."

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Sweat and Taxes 

With the Federal government ending its fiscal year, 
and Congress passing tax and appropriations bills, it is 
time to stop and tatce stock again. 

At the present moment, the federal and other gov- 
ernments are more than $54,000,000,000 in debt Which 
means that each man, woman and child in the land owes 
$420. By the time that debt and the interest on it arc 
paid off, it will reach the unbelievable sum of $106,000,- 
000,000, or $840 per person. 

Where does all that money come from? Well, first 
it comes from people who buy government bonds. The 
banks are loaded with bonds. No less an authority that 
Senator Carter Glass of Virginia, Secretary of the Treas- 
ury during the Wilson administration and an outstanding 
authority on banking, says that if the value of those 
bonds was to drop substantially below par we would 
have a banking collapse of inconceivable magnitude. 

The banks, of course, get the money from depositors 
who earn it in the sweat of their brows. 

Now it is awfully nice to sit back and accept money 
from governments and tliink we don't have to pay for 
it. But we do. Some of us, perhaps, think that the 
"temporary" nuisance taxes enacted in 1932 and just ex- 
tended another two years to raise half a billion dollars a 
year don't affect us. But those taxes are collected from 
everybody who eats or wears clothes or lives under 
shelter. Just like all taxes are. 

The late Justice Oliver Wendell HoUnes put it 
this way: "Taxes, when thought out in things and re- 
suhs, mean an abstraction of a part of the annual pro- 
duct for government purposes, and cannot mean any- 
thing else. Whatever form they take in their imposi- 
tion, they must be borne by the consumer, that is, mainly 
by the working-men and fighting-men of the commun- 
nity. It is well that they should have this fact brought 
home to them, and not too much disguised in the form in 
which the taxes are imposed.'* 

When you spend, you pay; when your government 
spends, you pay, too.

Happiness or Misery? 

"What of a deficit?" This was the question asked 
of a Western governor. The laconic reply was, "It's 



the difference between happiness and misery." 

It is a tragic fact that more public officials are not 
farsighted enough to envision the consequences of a 
program of bigger and bigger deflclts. 

Not long ago the Fedaral government attempted to 
make a slight reduction in the relief rolls. What hap- 
pened? Governors from six states "marched" on Wash- 
ington with the demand that Federal largess be con- 
tinued unabated. Surely these governors realized the 
necessity of getting the Federal financial house In order. 
Surely they realized that the public debt has doubled in 
a few short years. Surely they realized that "deficit 
financing" by the Federal government cannot continue 
indefinitely. And surely they must have realized the 
plain fact, as so aptly stated by the ^Vc8tem governor, 
that continued deficits will only result In misery — 
for all the people. 

The Upward Pull 

The road to full recovery is a steep one. It takes 
team work to pull up it Every time the horses pull in 
opposite directions, the climb is stopped. - 

To put it another way, recovery is like the ripples 
that spread across a still pool when you drop a rick in 
it. If you give a man a job, he is able to buy things 
that other men have to produce. That takes more jobs. 
The jobs eventually pile up one upon the other. 

But there is something else that can happen. If 
you deprive a man of a job, he must, after his savings 
are gone, stop buying things he used to buy. And that 
deprives other men of jobs. That is what happens when 
strikes take jobs away from men. The reason most 
commonly mentioned is that the workingmen should get 
more money. 

That idea is sound to the extent that the more money 
you give to everybody, the better off everybody will be. 
There is. however, the important fact that the real value 
of that money— what it will buy— must not be depre- 
ciaed or you gain nothing. 

Let's take a look for a moment that the figures just 
compiled by Nathanial H. Engle of the Department of 
Commerce Business Kescarch and Industrial Service. 

Engle finds, for example, that in the first three 
months of 1937, large corporations earned profits amount- 
ing to 80 per cent of what they earned in 1929. But 
factory payrolls has risen to 88 per cent of their 1929 
level. Thus, the amount of money paid to workers is 
increasing much faster than profits. Which is just an- 
other way of saying that workers are getting an increas- 
ingly larger share of the national income. 

If the worker's share is increased too rapidly, the 
increase can come from only one place — the consumer, 
who is himself a worker, pays. And your upward cUrab 
is stopped right there.
